New theory: Lack of oxygen, 


not asteroid, killed dinosaurs 


BOSTON (AP) — Dinosaurs 
weren't done in by a giant asteroid, 
as one theory holds, but by a 
change in the atmosphere that 
meant there wasn't cnough oxygen 


tO. support their inefficient 
respiratory systems, a new theory 
SURROSLS. 


A new analysis of air wapped in 
120 million-year-old amber found 
in east-central Minnesota casts 
doubi on the notion that the 
dinosaurs starved to death after a 
giant asteroid hit the planet 65 
million years ago, sending up dust 
that blo@ked the sun and killed 
plant life. 

Dinosaurs were already on their 
way out by the time the meteor 
purportedly hit, says Gary Landis, a 
U.S. Geological Survey geologist 
and one of four scientists 


presenting their theory at the 
Geological Society of America’s 
annual meeting today 

“The dinosaurs did not keel over 
with their feet up in the air, but 
they found Jit increasingly difficult 
to compete in their environment.” 

The theory also carries 

implications for humans because it 
presumes that worldwide 
atmospheric changes can occur 10 
to 20 times faster than previously 
thought, the researchers said. 

Landis and his colleagues tested 
air found trapped in the amber in 
east-central Minnesota. They found 
that the proportion of oxygen in the 
atmosphere fell from a high of 35 
percent to a low of 28 percent 
within the relatively short time of 
between 300,000 and $00,000 

cars. 


“It would be like taking a 
dinosaur for a stroll from sea level 
up to 6,000 w 7,000 feet,” Landis 
said 

The oxygen-rich air resulted from 
volcanic activity that pumped out 
carbon dioxide, which. was 
converted into oxygen by plants. 

Dinosaurs evolved during: this 
time, when oxygen was iful, 
and had a weak respiratoty sy , 
according to the theory known as 
the Pele Hypothesis, Pele’is a 
Polynesian goddess of volcanoes. 

An 80-foot-long apatosaurus, also 
known as a brontosaurus, had a set 
of nostrils about the same size as a 
horse's, for example, said Richard 
A. Hengst, a Purdue University 
physiologist. 

“There were some serious 
problems with trying to get air into 


that animal,” Hengst 
said." Dinosaurs could not have 
existed without having more 
oxygen in the air to start with.” 

The scientists said that smaller 
cold-blooded animals around at the 
time, such as snakes, lizards and 
turtles, were able to survive 
because of their relatively modest 
oxygen needs, So did some of the 
smalicr mammals with more 
efficient respiratory systems, the 
scientists said. 

About two-thirds of known 
species of dinosaurs were gone by 
the time the asteroid is believed to 
have fallen in what is now 
Mexico's Yucatan Peninsula, 
researchers believe. 

“They were basically all gone, 
fully extinct” by then, Landis said.

According to another study, post- 
erative infections add an average 
$12,500 to the cost of cancer sur- 
ry. The only cost to the richer-oxy-

Both 
knobs need to be set anyway, and you 
just turn them a little more to get more 
oxygen,” Sessler said.

Scientists already knew that the 
white blood cells known as neutophils 
use oxygen to kill germs.

What they did not know was 
whether it made a difference in pa- 
tients’ healing. 

“This shows it’s not just a theo- 
retical benefit but a real benefit, and 
that it’s much greater than you might 
have expected,” Sessler said. “It’s an 
enormous benefit for no cost and ef- 
fort and risk.” 

The study looked at bowel surgery 
patients because they have the high- 
est risk of infection. The findings 
might have even greater implications 
for burn units, since infections cause 
most deaths there, said Tung, head of. 
his hospital's burn unit 

“If I had a wish list of another 
study I'd like to see, I'd like to see 
the effect of this on preventing infec- 
tions other than wound infections,” 
he said. ‘‘Or whether oxygen therapy 
might be used to speed healing” of 
other infections.

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Hyperbaric therapy’s use as healing tool grows

Pity the hyperbaric chamber, 

Its image has been hijacked by 
dubious promises, monstrous fail 
ures and bizzare tales in super- 
market tabloids, blocking out its 
ever-growing legitimacy in heal- 
ing wounds and knocking back in- 
fections. 

Its questionable reputation hit 
its peak in the 1920s with the 
grand hype surrounding the 
Timken Tank — a gigantic steel 
ball five stories tal] and 64 feet 
across built next to the old Cun- 
ningham Sanitarium in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, Bankrolled by a $1 
million investment from ball-bear- 
ing magnate H.H. Timken, it was 
billed as the world’s largest hyper- 
baric chamber and promised to al- 
leviate cancers, diabetes, anemia 
and other diseases. 

The medical community scoffed 
The claims were bogus, it said. Sci- 
ence eventually bore that out. 
When the Monster Stee] Ball — as 
it was also known — was finally 
dismantled in the early 1940s and 
its steel was donated to the war ef- 
fort, the American Medical Associ- 
ation celebrated with an editorial 
titled “Useless Tank to Become 
Useful Tanks.” 

For the next few decades, hyper- 
baric therapy hid in the confines of 
the Navy before its strange history 
was updated with bizarre new 
twists, starting in the 1980s with 
stories {since proven inaccurate) 
about Michael Jackson using a hy- 
perbaric chamber as his bed, In the 
1990s, TV and movie stars touted 
chambers as a modern day foun- 
tain of youth. Now some profes- 
sional athletes use hyperbaric 
chambers in their search for any 
competitive edge 


Lost in all this, though, is the fact 
that hyperbaric chambers offer a 
very real medical purpose — heal- 
ing diabetic wounds; treating car- 
bon monoxide and cyanide poison- 
ings; repairing tissue damage left 
behind from radiation treatments; 
healing some infections caused by 
fungi and flesh-eating bacteria; 
helping skin grafts take hold; and 
fixing diving sickness. 

Each of these conditions often can 
be turned around by an infusion of 
oxygen into the bloodstream, which 
is what hyperbaric therapy does. 
Lying inside a pressurized acrylic 
tube, patients breathe 100 percent 
oxygen. The air we normally 
breathe is about 21 percent oxy- 

on, 

Inside the tube, pressure slowly 
increases to two- to three-times our 
usual atmosphere. That increased 
pressure pushes the oxygen across 
the lungs differently, more effee- 
tively, putting 200 times more oxy- 
gen into the blood plasma. More 
oxygen in the plasma means more 
oxygen going to tissues, which in 
turn means faster healing. 

In cases of radiation damage and 
chronically hard-to-heal wounds, 
tissue is damaged by a severe lack 
of oxygen, caused by a lack of blood 
flow. 

“It's a dormant or hibernating 
area of tissue,” said Dr, Jeffrey 
Welko, director of Akron (Ohio) 
General Medical Center’s hyper: 
baric therapy program. “It gets just 
enough oxygen to stay alive, but 
not enough to help. It doesn’t have 
the ability to bring in what's need- 
ed for repair, The extra oxygen 
helps regenerate blood vessels and 
restore blood flow and oxygen to 
the tissue.” 

Treatments usually last about 
two hours, and are only an auxil-

PODOLIANTSI, Ukraine 

His extraordinary height 
trapped Leonid Stadnik in a tiny 
Ukrainian village for years, but 
now the 8-foot-4 man is seeing 
his horizons expand to match his 
size. 

Until this spring, the 33-year- 
old Stadnik had spent almost all 
his days here in a poor village in 
northwestern Ukraine. 

As he grew, his life seemed to 
be shrinking. He had to stop 
working as a veterinarian on a 
cattle farm three years ago after 
his feet were frostbitten because 
he couldn't afford proper shoes. 

Then journalists found out 
about him and one of the stories 
caught the notice of a German 
who claimed to be a distant rela- 
tive and invited him for a visit. 

The trp to the relative’s home 
~ southwestem Germany took a 
grucling 25 hours and, once 
there, Stadnik had to sleep on a 
billiard table. But, Stadnik says, it 


was worth every discomfort. 

He got to sample frog legs in 
an elegant restaurant. He saw a 
roller coaster in an amusement 
park. “I saw so much in that 
month, as never before in my 
life,” he says. 

Stadnik, whose growth spurt 
started at age 14 after a brain 
operation apparently stimulated 
his pituitary gland, is still grow- 
ing. There's no indication yet 
whether he might top the 8-foot- 
11 reached by Robert Wadlow of 
Alton, IIL, the tallest man known 
in history who died in 1940. 

Finally becoming homesick, he 
decided to come back to help his 
mother, Halyna, with the sum- 
mer routine of country life. 

“It’s wrong to be idle while my 
loved ones are working so hard,” 
Stadnik says, even though he suf 
fers from constant knee pai? 
from carrying around his a) 
pound bulk 

When Stadnik got back, he 
found a new pair of athletic shoes 
that actually fit. They were sent 
by Jason Neswick, a New Yorker 
who had read of Stadnik’s plight. 

“Tt is said that we live in such 
an age with advanced technology, 
medicine and breakthroughs, yet 
fall short of helping someone 
with no apparent reason for suf- 
fering ...,” Neswick wrote.

The Monster Stones of Baalbek 


Near the modern Lebanese city of 
Baalbek—a place the Greeks and 
Romans called Heliopolis, or City 
of the Sun—there once ran an an- 
cient trade route linking Damascus 
and Tyre. At this site, Roman engi- 
neers in the first century AD raised 
a spectacular temple complex that 
seemed designed to dazzle passing 
caravans with the empire’s power 
and splendor.

four columns of immense size and 
height. Beneath the temple lay an 
even greater wonder: a huge foun- 
dation called the Grand Terrace, 
comprising an area of more than 
five million square feet and con- 
taining more stone—all precisely 
cut and fitted—than the Great 


any cultures manufacture 

objects that have unknown 

uses. Some of these objects 
are so big and bulky (or tiny) that they 
have only symbolic meaning and dely 
determination of manufacture. How 
could the ancient Egyptians make the 
great pyramid or the early Brits erect 
the monoliths of Stonehenge using 
their primitive technology? American 
Indians had their own “objects” and 
one of these will be the topic of this 
paper. 

Most prehistoric Indians, 
especially in the mid-western U.S. and 
Canada, used naturally occurring 
“float” copper to manufacture tools, 
ornaments and weapons. Tens of thou- 
sands of small “old copper’ artifacts 
have been found over the years, These 
have weighed usually a few hundred 
grams with exceptionally rare pieces 
weighing in the | to 2 kg. range.

It is too heavy for a man to 
handle efficiently and when halted 
(connected to a wooden handle) in a 
variety of ways, remains non-function- 
al. Its shape. similar to smaller copper 


els and axes. But the artifact was too 
heavy and thick for such a purpose. If 
used as a large “hammer,” it could have 
pounded large stones, stakes, etc. But 
the Hopewell Indians did not use large 
stakes, stones or other objects, which 
would require such a large tool. There 
seems to be no apparent reason for it. 
The celt’s surface was corroded 
and-covered with a solid, blue-green- 
brownish patina (two mounting rods 
were welded on to the celt in the 1893 
exhibit). This patina is typical of other 
Hopewell copper artifacts, and 
bespeaks its great antiquity.
